tiful Lady, the King, who was Na- 
turally Amorous, Courted her, and 
they long had an Intrigue together, 
till Ragieski at laft perceiving’ it; car- 
ried 
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ried away his Wife from Court to a 
Countrey-Honfe at a diftance: The ga 
King incenféd to be thus deprived of 
his Miftref, Commands him back to 
Court, under pretence to render His 
Majefty the Services which the Duty 
of his Office required : But foon af- 
ter, he ‘was Accuféd of Caballing 
againft the Interefts of the State, and 
holding Tutelligence with the Enemies 
of the Crowns and notwith{tanding 
all the Oppofition of the Arch-Bifhop 
of Gnejna, Primate of the Realm, 
in his Favour, Condemned to lofe his 
Place, Forfeit his Goods, and be for 
ever Banifb'd. The Parents and Kin- 
dred of this Noble-man Murmured 
aloud at this ‘procedure, and many 
others ftuck not to fay, that the Dig- 
nity, Priviledges, and Honour of the 
whole Nobility were violated in his 
Perfon, and fo became, difaflected. 
towards the ‘King, whilft Ragreski 
himfelf “taking fhelter in Sweden, 
knew he could io way better ingra - 
tiate there, than by difcovering the

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Weaknefles of Poland, and the Dif 
contents that were amongft its Gran- 
dees, 

All which made fuch Impreffions 
on the King of Sweden, that notwith- 
ftanding there was a Truce depend- 
ing, he entred Poland with a Formi- 
dable Army, and like a Whirlwind 
he fore'd his Paflage, took the Capi- 
tal Cities, Warfaw and Cracow, and 
over-run the whole Kingdom, man 
of the Palatines and Chief Lords 
efpoufing his Party, fo that King Ça- 


fimir was forc'd to fly to the Borders, | 
almoft generally deferted, only the | 
City of Dantzick perfifted in un- | 


movable Loyalty; and to their Fide- 
lity next under God; Cafimir owed 
the Recovery of his Kingdom and 
Crown. For Charles being. not able 
to win that City, and his Souldiers 
committing all kind of Spoils and 
Cruelties, the Poles began to forfake 
him and return to their Duty. King 
Cafimir gathered up an Army able to 
make Head againft the Enemy, and

Intelligence both of their : Repulfe at 
Slorskow, and of-their-Advance towards 
him, prefently Ordered the Cannon to be 


continually Fired from ‘the Caftle, to 
give warning to all the Neighbouring 
Garrifons to be upon their Guard , then 
went and Vifited: the Camp, and gave 
the neceflary Orders for the fafety of 
his Queen and the young Princes, whe 
were at the fametime in that City ; For

Chr iftendom. 


Things being thus Setled, his: Maje- 
fty went up to an High Hill from whence 
he could obferve three Leagues: Diftance 
sound about, and about Noon perceived 
by the Clouds. of Duft that were raifed, 
‘The Approach of the Enemy. 


The Kings Camp! lay about ya Mile 
from Leopol, on the Eaft-fide im a Valley 
fhut up by feveral Hills, fomewliat'be- 
yond the Camp; chat Waythe Enemy 
was to approach, there was an Aftent of 
about 300 paces, and having ‘Marl ‘as 
far on the top of the Hill, you defend 
again by a very narrow Way amidit a 
Wood that had lately Been Cut, at. the 
Bottom of which Defcent there was a 
Plain by which the Tarrars muft necef- 
farily pafs to Engage them: The King 
Commanded Prince Redzevil his Brother 
in Law,to Poft himfelf with fome Troops

fo advantagioufly that they dp ared to 
be far more in Number than indeed they 
were, his Majefty with a Natural Air of 
Gallantry ufual to him in time of Afis 
on, and: a chearful Countenance Prefag- 
ing Victory, Entred himfelf into on 
Plain, Encouraged his Souldierss telling. 
them he came there with a fall Refoluti- 
oneither to Conquer with them, or to 
dye with thems and having thrice witha 
loud Voice pronounced by Way of Inve~ 
cation, the Name of JESUS, andgiving 
the Souldiers all his ae errno 
y. adi ead of them tow 
ly Advane’d in the H Ge ea 
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the Enemy ; And now the Fight began ta 
be fharp on all fides, His Majefty omit- 
ting tio partof his Office either as to 
Courage or Condudt, but perform’d both: 
the parts of a moft prudent General, and 
of a moft Valiant Souldier, and by his 
Example infpiring all the reft of his Of- 
ficersand Souldiers, fo that with this 
fmall handful of men, he made rhofe vaft 
Multitudes begin to fly beforeNight,leav- 
ing great Numbers flain upon the place. 
And for a Teftimony of a Compleat 
Victory, their Great and onely Standard 
which they always carry before them, was 
taken. 


His in would gladly have purfued 


theEnemy further, but that the Night 
was.dark, and he feared left the Cham 
vvith the reft of the Troops might come 
uptotheir Aflfiftance.

«on the moft Memorable Victory that 
has been Atcheived inour Age, or indeed 
almoftin any other, the King had not 
vvith him above 4000 men (The reft bo- 
ing left to fecure theCity of Lopol; )and of 
thofe fcarce 1500 came upto Execution; 
And vvith fuch a Party thus. to defeat by

aword; accommodating his Vigilant En 
deavours to all thofe prudential’ Arts o 
Government that render a_people fafe 
and happy, and are-in themfelves no lef 
Jandable and neceffiry Offices of a good 
Prince, though perhaps not fo fam’d and 
glittering as the Atcheivments of Wart 
and Trophies of Victory: è 

Amongft the reft he entred into a Trea- © 
ty with the Czar of Adu/covy, which held 
a long time for the Adjuftment of feveral 
points indebates for though they care 
neftly preffed him toa New Rupture with | 
the Port, offering. great Afliftances; “yet 
His Majefty reflecting how muctrthey had 
fail'd formerly in their, promifes of that 
kind,was cautious of embatquing himfelf i 
ina new, War without: fufficient -fecurity ® 
that he fhould not ftill-be left in the birch 
when he might have moit occafion to ex- 
pect the aid of their Forces. 

But in the beginaing of the year 1683. 
Intelligence daily arriving of the vaf 
preparations the Turks were making for 

Invading 
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Invading Hrgary and other Neighbou- 
ting Parts of the Empire; His Majefty 
thowght he could no.longer in Prudence 
for his own Safety, Nor in Confcience for 
the general Caufe of Chriftendom, fit any 
longer ftill without endeavouring to Op- 
pole the Defigns of the Infidels. 

And therefore caufed a Diet to be held 
in February, where the matter being de- 
bated, It was concluded, That Twenty 
Thoufand Men fhould be forthwith raif- 
ed for the Defence and Security of that 
Kingdom in ‘the Prefent Conjunétures 
And thatthe faid Refolution fhould ftand 
good tho? the Dyer fhould happen to be 
unfeafonably broken'up through the Pro- 
teftation of any of the Deputies, which 
too often happens. 

And Count Wallaftain- being fent Am- 
baflador from his Imperial Majeity to the 
Crown of Poland, did on the fecond of 
April, 1683. Conclude and Sign an Al- 
liance, whereby the Emperour obliged 
himfelf to A& with an Army of Sixty 
,Thoufand Men againft the T; wrks, and ithe 
King of Poland promifedto have between 
Thirty and Forty Thonfand Men in the 
Field the Sommer following for the afli- 
ftance of the Empire; Which, League 
‘was approved of by the Dyet, who on 

H the 
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the fonrth-of that Moneth broke uptheir 
Afiembly with great farisfaction to all 
Parties. > 

There wasat that time a Turkifh Chiaux 
prefent inthe Polih Court, who endea- 
voured all he could to divert His Majety 
from entering-into this Engagement, de- 
glaring that the Cham of Tartary with a 
mighty Army would fall into that. King- 
dom, if any Affiftince were given the 
Emperour from thence. And it wasal- 
fo reported, as if the Minifter of a cer 
tain Chriftian King was not wanting alfo 
underhand to caft in Rubs to hinder His 
Majefty from rhofe Refolutions. But haw 
ever, fo it was, that the Threatnings: of 
the one, & Infinuations of the other were 
Rot regarded, but His Majefty remain’d 
ftill ftedfaft in his purpofe of oppofing 
the Progrefs of the Ortonian Arms ; which 
Pious Inclinations, the Juftice of Heaven 
has finte Rewarded with fuch {tupendious 
Succefles, as muft. render his Name and 
Memory the delight and wonder of all 
Pofterity. 

I fhall neither weary the Reader witha 
tedious deduction of the Original Occa- 
fronsand Progtefs of ‘the. difturbances in 
Hungary, begun at firft by feveral Great 
Men of that Kingdom (Reman Catholicks.) 

on 
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en pretence of their Liberties being vio: 
lated, and afterwards unhappily continu- 
ed and fomented by the unneceffary Seve- 
rities praétifed upon the Proteftants of 
that»Country 5. Which. the Turk taking 
the Advantage of,- offered them his pro- 
tection, and on that quarrel feemed to 
ground his prefent Expedition; Nor fall 
Lundertake to give a. particular Account 
of that moft memorable Siegeof Viennay 
fince. the fame is fufficiently publifht to 
the World by other Pens; Buty briefly 
fmm. up the moft remarkable paflages 
Wherein His Majefty of Poland was Con- 
cern’d. 

_ The Intelligence of the Turks Advance 
with a valt Army, extreamly ftartled the 
Emperour, the rather for that atthe fame: 
time, He had Advice that the French were 
drawing together great Forces towards 
German 5 So that he was.under Appre- 
henfions they would “have taken the Ad- 
vantage of this Junctare to fall upon the 

Mpire.on that fide; But whether it were 
an effec of the Generofty of the moftChri= 
ftian King, or that he omitted it on, the 
Ccarnelt. Requeft cf che Pope, who wrote to 
him oa that occafion, or that-he waited 
to fee first the fuccels- of the: Ortoman 
Arms, or for whatever other Reafons, fo 

RE ir 
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it was, That he attempted nothing of 
-that kind. 

The Imperial Army under theCommand 
ofthe Duke of Lorrain, had 'Befieged 
New-Haufel (a {trong Town taken fome 
years fince from the Empire by the Turks) 
where they had advanced with good hopes 
of being quickly Mafters of it, when ex- 
prefs Order came from the Emperour to 
Raife that Seige, and put Forcesinto Co- 
morra,Raab,and ‘Prefburgh, efteemed the 
Bulwarks of Chriffendem, and which ‘it 
was rationally fuppofed the Turks would 
firft Attempt, acli leave behind them 


Garrifons of fuch Importance ; and there- 


fore great Care was taken to fortify them» 
whilft the Imperial City of Vienna, not 
looking upon it felf in fuch fudden dan- 
ger, was uot fo well provided for. 

The Duke of Lorrain ufed all the En- 
deavours of a prudent General to fecure 
his Retreat from Wewhaufel, but his 
Forces were fo difcouraged at the Raifing 
of the Siege, that when the Infidels from 
the Garri(on fell upon them, the Rear- 
guard made little oppofition, but haftned 
their March to fave themfelves, and fo 
expofed the Infantryswhich the Duke had 
placed behind in certain Houfes to Flank 
the Enemy; to inevitable deftruction, a- 


monglt 
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mong{t'whom was the Count deTaxis dez- 
feended of one of the beft Families in 
Spain. The Duke with the ret of the 
Army retreated towards the Ile of Schut- 
Inthe mean time the Troops inurulted 
with theGuard of an importantPafs atVa- 
ag, revolted toCount Trckeley,Chief of the 
Mutecontents in Hungary, and Confederate 
with the Turks; who. thereby finding the 
way open, og the Vaag, and advanced: 
to the Banks of the Danube; and buil- 
ding a Bridge above Papas, carried over 
their Infantry,whilft their Cavalry and 
Baggage Marched round, and came over 
the Bridge at Papus-Town, and prefent- 
lyfent out: Parties which Harraffed and 
Plundred and Burnt all the Country; e 
And one great Detachment following the 
Imperial Army fell upon their Reer, who 
by the fuddennefs of theEnemies coming, 
and the Bruit of their vat Numbers 5 
werefo amaz’d, that notwithftanding 
allthe Duke could do, his Cavalry aban- 
doned his Foot, and retired towards Vi- 
enna; and though the Chevalier of Sa- 
voy (Son of the late Count of Soiffons) 
and Count Taf, made a brave refiftances 
(wherein the Former was flain) yes the 
Turks became Matter of the Baggage, and 
therein of a Booty valued at Three Hune 
Hiz; dred 
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dred Thoufand Crowns. The greate 
part of the Dukes Infantry feoured them- 
felves inthe {/le of Schuty and were sin 
eminent hazard of being all lofty hadnot 
the Duke quickly brought back his Horfe, 
and forc’d a paflage to their Relief, and 
put partof them (as ‘ordered before ) 
into Raab, Comorra, and. Presburghy and. 
with the reft and his Cavalry withdrew 
near Vienna, For which Cities-fake this 
difafter may be counted happy, for if 
thefe Forces had not been thus driven thi- 
ther. it would not have been able to de- 
fend it felf againft the unexpedted Siege 
which immediately followed. 

For upon Advice of this near approach 
of the Enemy, Their Imperial Majefties 
and the Court,on the 7th of Fly, left 
Vienna, and went thence to Lintz,:and 
afterwards to. Paffam ; but before. they 
were gone far from the City, had: the'af- 
fli@ion to behold all the Towns, Villages 
and Houfes on the other fide the Danube 
onFireby. the Enemy, who wherever 
they came gave thole Flaming Teltimo= 
nies of their Cruelty. 

Soon after theDuke ofLorrainthought 
fit alfo to retire with his Cavalry, and 
what Forces he could fpare, leaving 
thereunder theGoyernour Count Starem 

bergh, 
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tegh} Twelve Thoufend Men Efectives 
which with the Standing Garrifon con 
Pleated rhe whole to about Fifteen Thou» 
fand Souldiers, befides the Scholars, Burs 
ghers, and Handicrafts-men, who were 
ableto bear Armssand did continual duty» 

On the fourteenth of July the City was 
Invested by the Turki(h Army ,confifting in 
all of abour 150 Thoufand Meg , againft 
which moft Formidable Power, and. all 
their Acraques > wherein they were not 
wanting cither in’ Ccurage or Skil y but 
did’ more miichief by their Ades than 
their Batteries: the Garrifon though: but 
ill provided,did yet by the Refolutionand 
Encouragement of their Jncomparvble Goo 
Vernour, bravely defend it felf, till the 
twelfth of Seprember following, during all 
thattime doing, great Execution on the 
Enemy, who were then beat off by the 
United Forces of the King of Poland anc 
the Imperial Princes: 


For purfuant:to the’ League with the 
Emperour before mentioned, No fooner 
Was it known, That the Infidels were 
Entred: Chriftendom, but. His.Majefty of 
Polandiwith all imaginable diligence: ga- 
thered together his Forces : And though 
there wanted not fome’ aout him vvho 

Ha were 
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were firppofed Penfioners to France, That 
infinuated how unfafe it might be to the 
Kingdom, for its Forces to March out to 
affiftothers, when in the mean time they 
might be liable to the Incurfions of the 
Tartårs and Turks at home; yet this brave 
Prince efteemed himfelf obliged in Fuffice 
and Honour to neglect fuch Suggeftions, 
and with all Expedition put his Army in- 
toapoftife to March. And having dif- 
patcht away. the Siewr Lubomirski with 
three Regiments of Horfe, before, who 
notwithftanding Count Teckeley”s Endea~ 
vours to Intercept them , joyned with 
General Schuts, and did very good Ser- 
vice in feveral Rencounters, His Majee 
fty in Perfon came to Cracow on the 29th 
of Fuly, having firft been to perform his 
Devotionsat Crenffochow; And foon af- 
ter advanc’d with his whole Army > 
throughSilefia, caufiug it toMarchin three 
Bodies,and different ways,for their great- 
er Conveniency and Speed’; And from 
the Imperial Court the Schafgats vvas 
ordered to go and Complement him at his 
Arrival on the Frontiers, alfo his Imperi- 
al Majefty Himfelf on the twenty third of 
Anguft parted from Paffum for Krembsy 
where was appointed the Common Ren- 
dezvous for His Majefty of Re da

On the fecond of September His Maje- -

In which time, as well'the Duke of 
Lorrain, às their Highneflts of Bavarsa, 
andSaxony came to vifit and pay their Re- 
fhetts to His:Majeflyy who received themes 
after a moft obliging manner, and pre~ 
fented his Son Prince Alexander to their 
Acquaimtance and Friendfhip;- a Prince

Chrifian Army, confifting- of near Foue- 
fcore, thoufand Combatants , was come 
almoft within fight of the Turks, and all 
things were prepared for the Battel 
next Day. 


The Right Wing was aflign’d by Cone 
fent to his Majefay of Poland, becaufe He 
had. molt Horfe, and the Country was 
on that fide open; The Left to the Ele- 
tor, of Bavaria, andthe Dake of Loze 
rain, for that it amongft Inclofures 
all along the Z 3 And the Maiar 
body: to the Elector of Saxony y- and 
Prince.

By break of Day, September 12. AY 
the Generals met on an.

Whereuponthe King of Po- 
land and other Princes , drew the Army 
in Three Lines, all clofed, without any 
Intervails , charging them to March very.

without being able to break in upon the 
Chriftians, who ftill gain'd Ground and 
drave them before them. Being thus got 
near the Enemies Camp y'a Body of Foot. 
and Dragoons was Detached to Attacque 
their Cannon » which they became Mafters 
of without much Oppolition, the Ene- 
my having buttaiifinall number of Foot 
to defend them. On tlie Right Wing 
their Horfe endeavoured to Charge the 
Chriftians in Flenk-, but the King of 
Poland miftrufting their Defign, caufed
